Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.183, applicant respectfully requests suspension of Rule 37 
C.F.R. § 1.28 in the above-referenced matter insofar as the Rule sets forth a two month limit for 
, requesting a refund due to changing status to a small entity. 

Factual Background 

The above-referenced patent application was filed on May 9, 1997, with payment based 
on non-small entity status, due to our inability to obtain the signed document verifying small 
entity status in time for filing.
